SIMLA, India, July 17.—(P)—A 
dramatic request to the viceroy by two 
influential moderate leaders, Sir Te)

the civil resistance campaign of Ma- 
hatma Gandhi began.

tion of normal conditions,” it would 
not be right for him nor the govern- 
ment to oppose them.

for New Achievements.

GRIFFIN, Ga., July 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —With the celebration of iis 
90th anniversary behind it, Griffin 
today settled back to normalcy and 
civic leaders turned toward accom- 
plishment of new achievements. 

Like the small boy who forgets his 
birthday party on the next day, save 
for the fact that the punch bow! has 
to be washed and the flowers throw 
out and that he has his many pres- 
ents to play with, Griffin went about 
its business today. The flags and 
bunting were being taken down, but 
the inspiration of the speeches deliv- 
ered by Congressman Charles R. Crisp 
and Dick Russell, speaker of the 
house and candidate for governor, and 
the incentive to reach even higher 
goals than those attained in bygone 
years, burned brightly. 

An ambitious program of commer- 
cial and agricultural progress has been 
outlined by civic leaders and_ the 
Chamber of Commerce which spon- 
sored the fete yesterday, when a 
$500,000 waterworks plant and a $25,- 
000 swimming pool were dedicated. 
These were constructed with only an 
issue of $184,000 in bonds as the re- 
mainder of the money was in the 
city treasury. However, at the time 
of the bond issue an additional $100,- 
000 was used on improvements for 
the school system, making the total 
bond issue $254,000. 

Gilman J. Drake, president of the 
Griffin Chamber of Commerce, has 
outlined the program for the coming 
year as sponsored by his organization 
and sanctioned by civic and official 
forces as follows: Developing a di- 
versified Warketing plan to stabilize 
prices for Spaulding county’s agri- 
cultural produce here; encourage man- 
ufacturing interests to locate plants 
here where there is now an adequate 
supply of water, and the tompletion 
of the city and eounty schools pro- 
vided for in the bond issue mentioned 
above, and the establishment of a 
county school bus system. 

The birthday celebration was cli- 
maxed Wednesday night by the 
crowning of Miss Gwendolyn Brannan 
as “Miss Griffin” at a ball given at 
the Elks’ Club following a _ street 
dance, square dance, and wrestling 
and prize fights: at the athletic club. 
Miss Brannan was selected as Grif- 
fin’s prettiest at a bathing. beauty 
contest which dedicated the new mu- 
nicipal swimming pool. Miss Wil- 
lene <Attaway was second, while 
Miss C. Jones and Miss _ Caroline 
Brunner were awarded third and 
fourth places, respectively. 

Griffin is a live, wide-awake little 
city, teeming with activity. Known 
as the “Turkish Towel City,” there 
are large plants located here which 
manufacture cotton goods towels, and 
velvet goods. Their pay rolls are 
around. $6,000,000 a year while job- 
bing business is approximately $4.- 
000,000 annually. Along the excel- 
lent paved highways of Spalding 
county leading into Griffin, farmers 
are busily engaged in agricultural and 
dairying pursuits, producing enough 
corn and foodstuffs for their own re- 
quirements. In addition to the poul- 
try, dairy and truck farming prod- 
ucts, 10,000 bales of cotton are pro- 
duced annually in Spalding county 
of which Griffin is county seat.

LEAGUE BALKS 
AT DRAFT RULE 


Owners Vote To “Go It 
Alone” Rather Than 
Submit to Clause. 


BUFFALO, Y., July 17.—(#)— 
The International league will “go it 
alone” rather than submit to the uni- 
versal draft ultimatum sent to it by 
the major leagues, its members de- 
cided at a special meeting here today. 
By a unanimous vote, the club owners 
of the league adopted a resolution 
which stated that “unless the major 
leagues show us more than they have 
in their communication, the Inter- 
national league will go it alone.” 

The International members 
branded the ultimatum sent to 
them « few days ago as a direct 
violation of an agreement drawn 
up in 1921 by John A. Heydler, 
president of the National league, 
and Ban Johnson, head of the 

American league at that time. 

That agreement, they said, con- 

tained a clause which provided 

that it “shall remain in force as 
long as the Honorable Kenesaw 

M. Landis centinues te hold the 

office of commissioner.” 

Under that agreement, five leagues 
—the International, American asso- 
ciation, Pacific Coast, Three Eye and 
Western—were to be allowed to op- 
erate under a modified agreement 
which provided that only players hav- 
ing had previous major league experi- 
ence could be drafted by the major 
leagues.

every manner by France. 

M. Reynaud said that the great un- 
derlying cause of what had been called 
France's miraculous recovery was that 
the French worked hard and spend 
little. He emphasized that contrary 
to legend, the French people give the 
government a large fraction of what 
they earn in the form of taxes. He 
said that the people would continue ro 
be called upon to make a concerted ef- 
fort so that the French debt may be 
steadily amortized. 

Referring to the most feasible solu- 
tion of the existing economic situation, 
he added, “That moment has _ gone 
when we can think of solutions based 
apon national isolation and economic 
egotism. The hour has struck for a 
nationalization of production threugh- 
out the world.

Other states which would gain one 
new member, according to the January 
estimates, were Arizona, Connecticut, 
Florida, North Carolina, Oklahoma 
and Washington, Of these states, only 
Arizona and Oklahoma have not re- 
ported their population. Connecticut, 
Florida and North Carolina seem as- 
sured by their new populations of se- 
curing an additional member of con- 
gress, but Washington was 71,000 un- 
der her estimated population and may 
not come within the required number 
for’n new congressman. 

The preliminary census statistics 
bear out predictions of losses in In- 
diana, Towa, Kansas. Kentucky, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota. Tennessee and 
Vermont. Population figures have not 
been announced for Alabama, Louisi- 


ana, Mississippi, Pennsylvania or Vir- 
ginia, which states were figured for

‘Has Favored Agents 
of Soviet. 


NEW YORK, July 17.—(4)—Mat- 
thew Woll,' vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
charged today that the United States 
has favored agents of soviet Russia, 

Testifying before the congressiona 
committee investigating communist 
activities, Woll said the government 
had permitted red émissaries and 
sympathizers to enter the United 
States, whereas the avowed enemies 
of communism had been barred m 
some instances. He said he “sup- 
posed” the alleged favoritism was “un- 
der the guise of bettering trade rela- 
tions.” 

Representative -Carl Bachman, of 
West Virginia, brought the name of 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation, com- 
mercial representative of the soviet 
government, into the discussion. _ 

“Do you think officials of the Unit- 
ed States government have favored the 
Amtorg agents against the white Rus- 
sions?’ Bachman asked. Woll re- 
plied that he did. 

Expressing belief that Russian 
trade representatives here participated 
in communist propaganda, he said 
soviet activities had become . “more 
subtle and dangerous.” 

Kept on Alert. — 

Woll was the fourth witness he- 
fore a special house committee inves- 
tigating communist activities. The 
American Federation of Labor, he 
said, had suecessfully coped with com- 
munism within its ranks, but was 
kept constantly alert by soviet activi- 
tiem 

The government, he declared, should 
set up an agency to deal with all rev- 


olutionary activities, particularly 
those in the schools and among ne- 
groes. 


The committee heard Police’ In- 
spector John A. Lyons, of the New 
York radical bureau, describe strikes 
led by communists. He told of slay- 
ings and injuries to workmen and of 
sabotage he attributed to radicals. 

William Van Valkenbergh, detec- 
tive assigned to communists, disclosed 
that the workers’ communist party 
was incorporated under New York 
state laws. Both membership and ac- 
tivities of the communists, he said 
had inereased since 1920.
